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Section  18-302  of  The  Illinois  Motor  Carrier  of 
Property  Law  provides  for  the  issuance  of  a 
CONTRACT  CARRIER  PERMIT  to  any  trucker 
who  meets  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  and  who  is  under  written  bilateral  con¬ 
tract  and  will  be  transporting  (within  state 
boundaries)  property  over  the  highways  of  Illi¬ 
nois  by  motor  vehicle.  Chief  among  the  exemp¬ 
tions  are  those  persons  engaged  exclusively  in 
the  transportation  of  the  United  States  Mail. 

Your  application  for  a  CONTRACT  CARRIER 
PERMIT  should  be  accompanied  by  a  filing  fee 
of  SI 00.00.  Should  you  need  temporary  oper¬ 
ating  authority,  such  applications  will  only  be 
accepted  with  or  following  the  filing  of  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  permanent  authority.  Make  sure  that 
you  have  the  application(s)  notarized  before 
mailing. 

When  filing  your  application  you  should  define 
the  territory  within  which  you  intend  to  oper¬ 
ate,  the  type  of  commodities  you  will  be  hauling 
and  the  type  of  shipper.  A  hearing  will  then  be 
scheduled  by  the  Commission.  With  the  notice 
of  the  date  of  hearing  you  will  be  mailed  forms 
and  instructions  for  publication.  Notice  must 
be  pubished  ten  (10)  days  or  more  before  the  in¬ 
itial  hearing  in  the  Official  State  Newspaper  as 
well  as  a  newspaper  published  in  the  county  in 
which  you  reside  and  maintain  your  principal 
place  of  business.

In  determining  whether  a  CONTRACT  CAR¬ 
RIER  PERMIT  should  be  issued,  consideration 
is  given  as  to  whether  you  are  fit,  willing  and 
able  to  provide  service  as  required  by  present 
and  future  public  needs.  The  hearing  allows  you 
the  opportunity  to  show  ability  to  operate  as  a 
CONTRACT  CARRIER.  If  there  are  any  objec¬ 
tors  to  your  application  they  may  also  appear  at 
your  hearing.  Representation  by  legal  counsel  is 
not  required,  but  may  be  advisable.  Based  upon 
the  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing,  the  Com¬ 
mission  will  enter  an  appropriate  Order  within 
90  days  of  the  hearing. 
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For  more  detailed  information,  call/write  for  the  pamplilet 
“Information  for  Motor  Truck  Operators” 
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Temporary  CONTRACT  CARRIER  operating 
authority  can  be  issued  by  the  Commission  if  it 
is  found  that  there  is  an  immediate  and  urgent 
need  for  such  service.  Service  rendered  under 
such  temporary  authority  is  subect  to  all  rules, 
regulations  and  requirements  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion.  Temporary  authority  may  be  granted  for 
a  period  up  to  180  days. 

Original  contracts  must  be  filed  with  the  Com¬ 
mission.  Schedules  containing  the  actual  rates 
and  charges  for  the  transportation  of  property 
must  be  compiled  and  filed  according  to  the 
rules  in  General  Order  No.  28  and  kept  open  for 
public  inspection. 

As  soon  as  your  application  is  approved  and  you 
have  evidence  of  insurance,  schedules  and  con¬ 
tracts  on  file  with  the  Commission,  your  CON¬ 
TRACT  PERMIT  will  be  mailed  to  you.  Forms 
for  applying  for  decals  are  mailed  with  the 
PERMIT. 

Insurance  requirements  are  as  follows:  For  each 
motor  vehicle  $20,000.00  personal  liability  for 
any  one  person,  $40,000.00  for  any  one  acci¬ 
dent,  $5,000.00  for  loss  or  damage  to  property 
of  others  (excluding  cargo).
